probable that the reqniremeiits of tho 
Piovince will not be overlooked dming 
tho saniggle that seems to bo approaching 
ID Europe. Thoro is ono matter, how- 
evBi.-, to which wo would wish to draw 
the attontion of citizens and ofHcials. It 
is tho facility that is afforded for deser- 
tion on this station. Every good citizen 
ought to do his utmost to put down crimps 
and crimping. It ib all very well to e.ip- 
turo poor Jack, after bo haa .shown an 
mimistakeablo diHponitioi.' to run, oil' for 
tho sake of tho reward; but the Police 
should placo tho houses that criuips aro 
known to frequent under riurvoillauco, 
aud all suspicious characters should bo 
taken into custody ond made to. give, dn 
account of thomsolvos. What is easibr 
than for a crimp to make Jack hnlf-drunk, 
provide him with a suit of civilian's 
clothes, and either assist him to get olear 
off for u money consideration, or (if tho 
sailor's money be all spent) slip round 
and inform tho Police for tho sake of one- 
half of the reward? Wo fear that thi.s 
praetice has been followed to an alarniiug 
e.Kteut, aud that the doplotion of crews— 
which has been a fruitful cause of com- 
plaint from tho Naval authorities — might 
have boon greatly chockod had more at- 
tontion beeu paid to tho movements of 
crimps whilo tho sailors wore on shore. 
Crimping is an infamous and serious 
crinm, and tbo penalty is heavy. The 
Magistrate shonld decline to deal with 
mou brought l)eforu him charged with 
enticing sailors to desert, aud should 
send them up for trial beforo a higher 
Court, while the Police should bo in- 
structed to exercise increased vigilance 
in rooting out bad characters.

If any one act of, the Government 
affords them more teason ior self-con- 
gratuiatioa than another it ia tbo 
promptness with which they have 
sprung to the task of repairing the 
Yiile-Cariboo wagon-road. Large gftngs 
of men are' noif at work under compe- 
tent heads on the bridges and crib- 
bing, and the Chief _ Commissionoi 
who went to the Suspension Bridge 
with a strong party last week return- 
ed yesterday and reports the work 
progressing rapidly. Tho teamsters 
and people all iilong tho lino of road 
aro "'greatly pleased thereat;" and 
the heartiness with which tho olYorts 
of tho Government have beeu second- 
ed by all classes is the best proof of 
the value of their services. Of ooiuso, 
it was not to be expected that tho so- 
called Opposition Press would remain' 
idle while the Government were earn- 
ing fresh laurels by the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties ; hence wo find 
tho Westminster '-Herald"— a paper 
that is popularly believed to bo tho 
happy possessor of a crotchety braiu — 
arniiguiug tho Chief Commissioner for 
'•importing" workmen from the la- 
laud; aud the "Standard" (a feeble 
echo of the "Hcruld") thinks it suifls 
in tho energy of tho Chief Coiniuis- 
sioaer a "poHiical job.'' Lot us .see 
how far these strictures will harmon- 
ize with the facts Thirfcy-two white 
men were engaged nt Victoria because 
the road-bosses.finding it impossible to 
procure sutiicient white labor, had been 
forced to put on— in addition to -I'i 
white laborers — some Chiiiaiiion. Most 
of tho 32 men were Canadian axemen 
and bridgemakers who landed from 
tho mail steamer the day before, and 
coLild not have been as the ("Stan- 
dard" charges) "political haugers -on. " 
They were all that could be got toge- 
ther in a hurry, and with them tho 
Chief Commissioner departed for 
Westminster. On arriving there ho 
was told that thdre wete several la- 
borers wanting employment and ho at 
onco engaged four additional hands 
and with the entire force jjrocoodod on 
to Yale. Now, it wa.s reported at 
"Westminster and at Victoria ut least a 
fortnight ago that laboring mou 
•were wanted on tho Yale road. We 
noted the fact and if tho "Herald" had 
done its duty it would have informed 
its readers as well. But it ia so ab- 
sorbed with attacks on tho "other pa- 
per" and iu abuning tho Government 
that it seems to have neither timo nor 
space to devoto to tho material pro- 
gress of tho people of its district. 
Hence wo iind that in jtliico of tho 
local laborers proceeding on to Yale in 
search of work they were allowed by 
tho "Herald" to remain at West- 
minster in blissful ignorance that 
Mr. Neil Black anil Mr. Stevenson were 
hirinfj Ohinamon and sending by oxpre.ss 
and wire to Victoria for "lyioremen! More 
men!" A year ago, when the wagon- road 
wiis criiinbling to pii'ccH bonciitll tho feet 
of the tciuuH hi.iciuiHti of ( iovcniiiKMit iic- 
gloct, tbt' Herahl fiiilcd to diuw iitteiition 
to tlio fai^t. And wlicn our Into Mongolian 
Chief C'ciiiiiuijiHionor imported three hun- 
drod and lifty Chinamen — aliens in rftcc 
and religion— into WeBtminster ■District 
to curry away nino-lentliB of the roiul- 
nionuy to tlio oxchision of white labor, tlie 
IL;rnhl had novi.T a word to liiiy of tljo 
evils of "iniprii-toil" liibur. No; it is only 
when tho "iinportud" labor happens to bo 
white that any ol)joction is hoard from tho 
Herald. Thanks to tho energy ond foro- 
thoaght of tbe Obief C^mmiasioDor dpnd-. 
cd teams will loavo Yale for Cariboo' in 
thn-o v.-coUh' timn iind provisions lit Cari- 
l)oo which bid fair to roiioli sturviitiou 
nitos will liavo to tuinlib" to living rates.

Al 
first thoy pleaded that thoy were out on a 
juciiic but Hubseqmmtly one of them said, 
"Wiiat is tho good of denying it, lot's 
own up that we meant to desort." 

Charlie WillianiB', sworn, deposed that 
ou Monday afternoon he saw th.o prison- 
ers ot Campbell's corner. He asked them 
if thoy were going down to Esi[uimalt. 
Thoy said"No;" thoy were going to iieecher 
Pay. He lomoi-ked that lie thouglit they 
were going to desert and heard' (Joo. 
Gibbs [accused of assistiog prisouerd to 
desert— Eep.] asking where Seecher Bay 
was. Frank Oompbell told him it was a 
little this side of Pace Rooks. 

J. Wilson deposed to selling prisoners 
a quantity of clothing on iMomlay Last, 
[Clothing produced in Court luid idcnli- 
liedj. 

J. Russell deposed that (iibbs had come 
to him and asked where Beeeber Boy was; 
had also mentioned something about a 
canoe and Cadlioro Bay. There tverc no 
sailors present at the time. 

A sub-Lieut, of H.M.S. Amethyst iden- 
tifieil the prisoners as belonging to tluit 
vessel. 

Tiie prisoners being asked what thoy

His Honor in giving judgment said that 
the weight of .evidenoe pointed to intend- 
ed depertion.
